GERMAN ATTACK 


ON OSSOWETZ IS 


NOW ABANDONED

Petrograd, via London, April 1.— 


The German bombarmeht of the Rus- 
sian positions at Ossowetz, in Rus- 
sian Poland, has been definitely 
abandoned, according to semi-official 
dispatches published here today. 


For some dayjj the German artil- 


lery fire on Ossowetz has been weak- 
ened, and' on March 30, it was dis- 
continued.. 
The cessation of these 


operations, is regarded in Petrograd 
as an indication of the end of the 
German offensive movement in the 
North. The argument is. advanced 
that in abandoning the siege of Osso- 
wetz, the German will appear to have 
given up the hope of establishing 
connections between their forces to 
the west of the Nlemen and those 
north of the Ifarew. 
Without pos- 


session of OssoweU to protect their 
flanks, the advance of either one of 
these German armies , is regarded 
here as practically impossible. 


The fortifications of OssoweU are 


reported to have suffered little from 
the protracted German bombardment.

Tokio shortly after tbe Japanese oc- 
cupation of Kiao Chow, were again 
saved from disaster today by the fact 
that the Chinese statesmen made fur- 
ther concessions to Japan, The Chi- 
nese offered to waive entirely the 
question of Chinese jurisdiction over 
Japanese immigrants to South Man- 
churia, except in cases involving land 
ownership.

That'makes a' double 
sheet, three of the four edges of which 
are, perforated. When you are ready, 
to send a letter write: on the inside of 
the. folded sheet,: then moisten- the 
edges with .glue, seal them -and write 
the address on the outside" of the fold- 
ed sheet.

surgeon, of 
Cleveland, 
who 
had 


charge of a'hospital in Paris during 
the late fall and early winter, and 
Dean Howard McClenahaii, of Prince- 
ton University, who returned from 
Belgium less than a month ago, have 
brought the message of the need for 
assistance to the war sufferers, to 
the people of Ohio within the last 
few days. 


Dr, Cr'ile, in the most .important 


address which he-has delivered since 
his return from Europe made 
the 


statement that unless the Americans 
give and give generously, and con- 
tinue to give until several .months 
after the.war is over, that a large 
portion of Belgium must inevitably 
die of starvation.

AMOUNTING TO FIFTEEN TONS 


ORDERED SOLD BY ENGLISH 


PRIZE COURTS. 


Most of the Cargoes Belonged to 


American Finns—Brought Cur- 


rent Prices. 


(Associated Pi ess Correspondence) 
London, March 16.—Fifty 
thou- 


sand tons of provisions sent to Eng- 
lish prize courts since the opening 
of the war have been sold within 
the last week and the money for the 
cargoes is in the hands of the court 
officials. 
Most of the cargoes belonged to 


American firms. 
Wheat, flour and 


all sorts of provisions were includ- 
ed. Tired of the delay in getting a 
hearing on their cases, agents of the 
owners of most of the cargoes wel- 
come the sale, providing the money 
is paid promptly. 


The provisions •were consigned to 


firms in Holland, Sweden, Norway, 
Denmark and Germany, and most of 
them were shipped early in the war 
to firms which the British suspect- 
ed were German agents but the cases

Under the international regula- 


tions controlling foodstuffs, the reg- 
ulations generally accepted by both 
England and Uie United States, food 
is not contraband unless destined for 
the use of a hostile force. It would 
have been extreemly difficult 
to 


prove to the satisfaction of any court 
that most of the food consignments 
held in England were of enemy des- 
tination, much less than that they 
were for use of the German army. 
Apparently the English government 
dad not care to undertake sucli a 
task. At one time it was suggested 
that all detained foodstuffs should 
be sold to the American Commission 
for the Relief of Belgium. But the 
English board of trade would 
not 


consent to «jch sale, taking the po- 
sition that tne foodstuffs were need- 
ed in England. 
Consequently the 


cargoes were finally sold at current 
price*..
